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THE TWYWV HOUSES. 
Che Appointment ef the Senute Commltiece— Gill Day 
in the Meuse. 

WASHINGTON, December 10.—In the senate 
the chair laid before it the memoriai of the 
veterans of the Mexican war asking that their 
names and the widows of deceased veterans 
be placed on the pension rolls. On motion of 
Mr. Sherman the senate proceeded to the ap- 
pointment of the standing and other com- 
mittees of the senate, and the forty-sixth rule 
requiring the desigaatien to be by ballot, was 
suspended, and the names were read from the 
list handed to the secretary, which was 
adopted. 

Mr.. Morgan introduced a petition from the 
cadets of the naval academy at Annapolis, 
asking that part of the act of August 5th, 
1882, jimiting the number of graduates of the 
naval academy to be retained in the service 
each year, shall not apply to those classes 
who were in service at the time of the passage 
of the act. Among the bills introduced was 
one by Mr. Morgan to defiae the rights of 
United S:ates citizens when residing in for- 
eign countries. The resolution offered by 
Mr. Butler, which he asked to have printed 
and to lie on thé table, providing that each 
senator, except the chairmen of standing or 
select committees, shall be entitled to a clerk 
secretary, ata salary of $1,000 annually. 

A PUBLIC | EB NUT A PUBLIC BLESSING 

Mr. Vvoorbees offered the lvllowing, which 
he asked to have printed: ‘Resolved, that 
in toe judgement of the senate, a public debt 
is not a public blessing, and that any measure 
of financial policy lovking-to the perpetua- 
tion of the present interest bearing national 
debt ef this yovernment for the purpose of 
national banking, oron any other account, 
meets with the disapprobation of this body, 
and should be viewed with alarm by the tax 
pavers of the United Siates”’ 

On the expiration of the merning hour, Mr. 
Hill, of Colorado, called up the resolution 
heretofore offered by him, calling on the sec- 
retary of the interior for copies of all papers 
on tile relating to the transfer of the land 
grant of the New Orleans, Baten Rouge ani 
Vicksburg railroad company, to the 
New Orleans Pacific railroad company. 
During the debate on this _ resolution 
Mr. Ingalls, of Kansas, said he hed heard it 
noised about that this session was to be char- 
acterized by onslaughts on the secretary of the 
interior, on the land office, and on other de- 
partments of the goverument, but that the 
secretary of the interior invites the most | 
searching scrutiny of his aets.

IN olden times doors and furniture of all 
were made of solid rosewood and mahogany. 
cheaper woods are veneered with the expensive 
kinds which are becoming so rare as to render the 
utmost economy in their use neceseary. A veneer 
millis a ponderous machine, but works with such 
precision as not to vary a fraction ofan inch when 
carrying thousands of pounds. The wood is first 
steamed from six to twenty-four hours, according 
to its solidity. Itis tuen fastenedtoa part of the 
machine which revolves abouta razor-like knife. 
The knife can be set so that sheets of any’ thickness 
can be shaved off. As many as 150 sheets have 
been cut from aninch of wood, but for common 
purposes it is cut in about fifty veneers to the inch. 
Wood known as French walnutis the most valu- 
able and is becoming very rare. It grows in Persia, 
Cireassia and Asia Minor, and isasmall tree with 
excresences called burls, which present in their 
grain. twists and fantastic shapes resembling 
mosaics. This wood is used in fine tables. Ebony 
is a fine wood which isseldom sentto the veneer 
mill because ofits extreme hardness.

Dr. E. H, Bartley, analytical chemist to the 
Brooklyn board of health, submitted a report to 
Commissioner Raymond of an investigation made 
by him into the compounds known as rex magnus 
and Venetian red, and their effect. as food preserva- 
tives, on the human system Rex magus, Dr. 
Bartley says, is composed of horacic acid and borax 
in almost equal parts, and large quantities of itare 
used in p.eserving milk. It is dangerous to health 
from the fact that boracic acid ¢xerts a deleterj 
ous influence on theliverand kidneys. Two cases 
of poisoning are mentioned by Dr Bartley as re 
sulting from this drug, acd he recommends that it 
use as a preservative of milk be discontinued. Dr 
Bartiey, referring to the use of Venetian red as | 
food antiseptic, says thatitis employed largely i 
the manufacture of bologna sausages, the pur} e% 
zg to pr: serve some of the meat used, to swee! 
en that which is already tainted, and to give th 
sausage a bright red color.

James Choseweod Vicked Up on a Charge ot Cheat- 
ingand Swind ing. 

Yesterday Mr. J. C. Jenkins, assistant dis- 
trict attorney, wasstanding on Mareitta street 
asking Deputy Marsha! Rateree if he knew of 
the residence of James Cho-ewood. 

“I do,” was the reply. 

Scarcely were the words uttered when the 
deputy marshal continued: 

‘There is Chosewood, leaning against that 

ost.’’ 

Mr. Jenkins walked over, tapped Chose- 
wood on the shoulder and asked him to go 
with bim to Tanner’s justice court. Chose- 
wood did so, and when the two reached tie 
temple of justice C! @sewood was put undera 
bond of $250 tu answer acharge of cheating 
and swindling. 

The history of the case which resulted in 
Chosewood’s arrest is of a peculiar nature. 
Sometime during the last term of the United 
States court a case was pending against a man 
named Bud Anderson, who was tharged with 
violating the internal revenue laws. About 
the time the case was to come up, Chosewood 
went to J. R. Anderson and another friend of 
Bud Anderson and _ represented’ that 
he was an old friend of Dis- 
trict Attorney Speer—bad been a schoolmate 
of his, and had considerable influence with 
him. He proposed that for twenty-five dol- 
lars he would have the case thrown out of 
court. The offer was accepted and Chose- 
wood left in the direction of the oftice of Mr. 
Speer. He went back after a few minutes and 
told Anderson that it was ‘all fixed,’ and 
that a nolle prosequi would be entered when 
the case wes called. The twenty-five dollars 
was then paid and Chosewood disappeared. To 
make sure Anderson went to Mr. Speer’s of 
fice to see about it and when the facts wete 
related Mr Speer got ‘‘riled,”’ and had all the 
deputy marshels jerked up for identification 
by Anderson, but pone of them proved to be 
the man who had gotten the $25. Several 
days ago Anderson located Chosewooa and 
swore out a warrant against him for cheating 
and swindling. The case is set for next Mon 
day. In the mentime Bud Anderson is serv- 
ing a term in jail, haying been duly con- 
victed, 
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FIGHTING FOR CONVICTS. 


The Marietta and North Georgia Case to Come Up in 
the Sapreme Court To-day. 

The Marietta and North Georgia railroad 
case Will come upin the supreme court to- 
day and will attract a vast amount of atten- 
tion, not only from those immediately con- 
cerned but from the people generally. The 
decision of the supreme court will determine 
whether or not the road will have to give up 
its convicts, and in case such a result is 
brougaot about other questions of still graver 
interest will arise. One gentleman, who is 
well-informed on maiters in general, said, 
yesterday : 

“Tf the decision of the supreme court is in 
favor of the Marietta and North 
Georgia railroad, I will expect 
to see the next legisiature take 
the convicts away from the lessees and dis 
tribute them over the state upon the public 
works.”’ 

Perhaps the gentieman had his eye on the 
new capitol. 

The history of the case is as follows: In 
1881 a bill was filed by penitentiary compan- 
ies two and three to enjoin the principal 
keeper from deiivering convicts to the Ma. 
rietta and North Georgia railroad under the 
act of 1876. The road claimed 250 convicts 
for three years and certain additional con- 
victs, because it was a chartered road and was 
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using the convicts un 
compan es insisted in ¢! 
was not entitled to these additional convict 
because it bad not taken the proper steps to 
obtain them after the passage of the 
act of The supt court when the 
case went before lf a re ',' the road to COD- 
tinue to recvive the convicts but required it 
to zive bond to pay t penitentiary com- 
panies the value of the hire of the convicts 
in the event that on the trial of the case the 
road failed to show that } Ai ope tne acts 
necessary to attain the additional convicts. 

While this litigation was pending in the su- 
prior court, the legislature at its last session 
possed a resolution to give to the road 250 
-bodied convicts for a term of three years 
or until the branches could be completed. 

When this was done the penitentiary com- 
panies amended their bill and prayed to en 
join the delivery of any additional convicts 
to the road under the act 
of 18383, upon the ground that 
the act was agi gies # in that 
it interfered with their vested rights. They 
also prayed to enjoin the road from receiving 
any more under the of 1876 because they 
already had all they were entitled to.

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THE MAYOR’S VOCE 


The OClty Council aud the Metropo itau Street Kal): 
roud Fall to Agree. 

A special session of the city council was 
held last night in Mayor Gvoodwin’s office, 
and was fully attended by the members, as 
well as a large delegation of citizens. 

Having called the council to order, Mayor 
Goodwin stated that the object of the meeting 
was the consideration of a petition from the 
Metropolitan street railroad company to be 
permitted to build a track down Capitol 
Place. The petition set forth the fact that 
the company 1s now ready to construct a line 
out Hunter street to McDonough street, up 
McDonough street to Capitol Piace, through 
Capitol Place to Fair street, and out Fair 
street tothe cemetery and the new park. 
The petitition had been referred to the street 
committee for a report, but the committee re- 
turn d the petition without making a report, 
and through ischairman,Councilman Howell, 
asked the council to consider the petition 
gy vee a committee report. 

Captain Harry Jackson, who resides and 
owns property on Capitol Place,addressed the 
council vehemently opposing the petition. 
He demonstrated the fact that the street was 
only about twenty-six feet wide, and that 
eleven of those feet were utilized as sidewalks. 
leaving only fifteen feet for the street proper. 
He showed that a car would completely 
blockade travel on the stree:, and that no 
resident the reon could enjoy the luxury ofa 
carriage if the line was built. He asserted 
that he would not have the track along the 
street for $5000 cash in hand, and declared 
that the company could use McDonough 
sireet as conveniently. He argued that the 
residents of the street were there because 
they were free from noise and 
dust, and that the construction 
of the line would certainly give them those 
undesirable elements. Captain Jackson’s 
speech was full of furce. He declared that 
the council had noright to grant the peti- 
tion, beceuse’ thereby they granted 
an exclusive occupaney—for the time at least 
that the car was onthe street. Judge Rich- 
ard Clark followed Captain Jackson and op 
posed the petition. 

Captain W. D. Ellis and Mr, Marshall{Clark 
appeared in behalf of the street car company 
They argued that that route ibad 
been selected by the company 
at the expense of a survey, and that the iron 
and cars had been ordered, and that the com- 
papy would be greatly inconvenienced and 
would sustain a great loss if compelled to 
change their route. 

Tbe members of the council discussed the 
question, and a solution was reached vy a vate 
upon a resolution introduced by Councilman 
Day. The resolution granted the company 
the petition as prayed for, and upon 
its passage the ayes aud nays were 
called. The ayes were Alderman Lowry, 
Counciimen Brotherton, Ryan, Adamson, 
Day and Howell—6. Nays, Aldermen Me- 
casiin and Healy, and Councilmen Gray, 
Dunning, Longley and Haiman—6. The vote 
being a tie the right of suffrage was conferred 
upon his honorthe mayor who voted nay, 
thus defeating the resolution and killing the 
petition.
